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ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1968 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

In  1968  The  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act,  1968,  along 
with  the  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations,  1968,  came 
into  operation.  Changes  were  brought  about  in  the  list  of  Notifiable 
Diseases  and  Food  Poisoning. 

The  prominence  of  Food  Poisoning  in  -the  list  of  diseases  to  be 
notified  clearly  indicates  the  need  for  greater  knowledge  about  the 
incidence  of  this  type  of  illness  and  re-emphasizes  the  vital  impor¬ 
tance  of  maintaining  the  highest  standards  of  hygiene  by  all  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  handling,  distribution,  preparation  and  serving  of 
food. 

Whilst  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  the  local  Health  Authority 
can  and  do  enforce  where  necessary  the  standards  laid  down  under 
the  various  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  including  such  regulations  as 
apply  to  Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles,  1966,  their  powers  to 
safeguard  the  consumer  stop,  so  to  speak,  at  the  door  of  the  house¬ 
wives’  sanctum,  the  domestic  kitchen.  From  this  sacrosanct  domain 
spring  many  of  the  gastro  intestinal  upsets,  particularly  amongst 
young  children,  which  contribute  a  large  proportion  of  preventable 
illness,  not  only  amongst  the  young  but  generally  throughout  the 
adult  population. 

For  traders,  non  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
can  result  in  legal  penalties.  The  housewife,  even  those  using  the 
most  modern  of  kitchens,  can  poison  her  family,  including  herself, 
with  legal  impunity.  Faulty  hygiene,  a  moment’s  carelessness  or 
forgetfulness,  in  the  handling,  storage  or  preparation  of  food,  can 
initiate  the  chain  of  events,  which,  at  the  least,  is  distressing  and  the 
cause  of  much  concern,  and,  at  the  worst,  might  even  result  in 
hospitalization,  and,  in  the  case  of  the  very  young,  despite  treatment, 
many  succumb  to  an  overwhelming  type  of  gastro-enteritis. 

Whilst  danger  in  many  forms  lurks  throughout  every  home,,  the 
kitchen  is  almost  certainly  the  most  dangerous  room  in  any  house¬ 
hold.  Frequently  inadequate  in  size,  ill  designed,  badly  equipped  and 
the  centre  of  much  activity  throughout  each  day,  a  kitchen  positively 
bristles  with  hazards,  ranging  from  boiling  fluids,  sharp  instruments, 
awkward  angles  and  cramped  working  surfaces,  to  stored  cleaning 
agents  and  liquids  mostly  within  easy  reach  for  convenience,  but 
tempting  and  capable  of  poisoning  inquisitive  children,  thirsty  or 
hungry,  and  attracted  by  a  colourful  package  or  bottle  label.  Such,  are 
among  the  most  apparent  and  obvious  dangers  present  in  nearly 
every  kitchen  and  all  too  frequently  ignored,  until  a  cascade  from 
a  boiling  saucepan,  or  an  accidental  gulp  of  some  corrosive  liquid 
within  easy  reach,  permanently  scars. 

When,  however,  the  danger  is  invisible  the  risks  manifestly  are 
increased,  and  the  agents  which  bring  about  food  poisoning  are 
unseen  but  active  and  sinister  in  their  infiltration  nevertheless.  Only 
by  regular  and  scrupulous  attention,  aimed  at  maintaining  the  highest 
standards  of  hygiene  in  the  domestic  kitchen  at  all  times,  can  the 
risk  of  food  poisoning  be  successfully  prevented  from  arising  at 
this  source. 

In  this  respect,  it  is  worthwhile  mentioning  one  apparently 
innocent  practise,  which  must  be  repeated  two  or  three  times  daily  in 
many  thousands  of  households  throughout  the  country,  and  yet  is  a 
peril  of  some  magnitude  as  the  source  of  many  otherwise  unexplained 
cases  of  stomach  and  bowel  upsets,  vaguely  labelled  under  the 
general  heading  of  food  poisoning,  which  occur  every  year. 
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This  relates  to  the  use  of  domestic  cutlery,  spoons  and  forks  pre¬ 
dominantly,  which  are  conveniently  available  to  scoop  pet  foods  from 
tins  into  the  animal’s  feeding  dish,  which  itself  is  all  too  often  the 
first  household  plate  or  saucer  to  hand,  and  then  subsequently  wash¬ 
ing  the  animal’s  dirty  dish  and  the  dispensing  fork  or  spoon  all  in 
the  same  water  as  the  family’s  utensils  and  crockery. 

The  many  tinned  meat  and  fish  mixtures  on  the  market,  whilst 
wholesome  for  a  pet,  can  all  too  often  be  the  source  of  organisms 
unharmful  to  pets,  but  potentially  dangerous  as  a  cause  of  gastro 
intestinal  upsets  in  humans.  To  avoid  any  possible  risk  of  contamina¬ 
tion,  such  utensils  which  are  used  to  measure  out  tinned  pet  foods, 
and  the  feeding  dishes  of  all  pets,  should  be  washed  and  dried  and 
kept  strictly  separate  from  all  similar  items  in  general  use  by  other 
human  members  of  the  household. 

In  this,  the  third  and  my  last  Annual  Report  as  your  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that,  whilst  a  substantial 
amount  of  legislation  has  reached  the  Statute  Book,  in  general  aimed 
at  improving  what  is  termed  the  State  of  the  Public  Health,  it  is  also 
discouraging  to  have  to  record  that  little  or  no  improvement  has 
occurred  in  the  institutional  facilities  available  to  care  for  the  aged, 
infirm  long  term  chronically  afflicted  persons  living  alone,  and  for 
whom  the  home  support  services  have  become  increasingly  inade¬ 
quate  to  meet  their  basic  needs. 

Their  deprivation  within  their  own  household  is  frequently 
“Belsen  like”  in  its  impact.  Amounting  in  many  instances  to  bed¬ 
ridden  abandonment  to  their  own  devices  for  upwards  of  16  hours 
daily,  and  even  total  isolation  for  48  hours  at  weekends,  and  in  many 
cases  approaches  a  national  scandal,  which  even  the  Seebolm  Report, 
that  panacea  for  the  whole  multitude  of  welfare  woes  that  beset  our 
Society,  offers  no  solution. 

Moreover,  fails  even  to  recognize  that  within  every  situation  that 
broadly  encompasses  what  is  called  personal  Social  Welfare,  there 
exists  elements  of  physical  or  mental  ill  health,  and  indeed  such 
factors  precipitate  more  welfare  problems  than  is  ever  acknowledged, 
and  in  these  terms  to  divorce  Welfare  from  the  overall  ambit  of  the 
Health  Authorities  is  tantamount  to  admitting  that  an  accurate 
evaluation  of  what  is  effectively  required  is  yet  to  be  made. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  paying  the 
highest  tribute  to  all  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  in  Sutton-in- 
Ashfield  for  their  wholehearted  contribution  at  all  times,  their  un¬ 
failing  willingness  to  be  helpful,  the  excellence  of  their  professional 
skill  and  judgement,  and  their  insistence  that  the  human  factor,  so 
closely  bound  up  with  the  performance  of  their  duties,  should  remain 
always  in  the  forefront  of  their  minds  in  dealing  with  the  general 
public.  I  would  also  like  to  have  all  the  personnel  of  the  County 
Welfare  Clinic  at  Sutton-in-Ashfield  associated  with  these  remarks. 

To  Mr.  Briscoe  and  Miss  Severn  I  owe  a  special  debt  of  gratitude 
for  their  support  and  guidance  throughout  three  very  happy  years. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee,  as 
indeed  to  all  Members  of  the  Council,  I  would  express  my  thanks  for 
their  wholehearted  support  in  helping  further  the  health  interests 
of  the  people  of  Sutton-in-Ashfield.

Population 

Excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  161,  and  the  mid-year  estimate  of 
the  Registrar  General  showed  an  increase  of  110.  There  were  58  more 
deaths  than  in  1967. 


Births 

The  live  birth  rate  per  1,000  population  was  lower  for  legitimate 
births  at  15.4  compared  with  16.4  last  year.  The  rate  for  illegitimate  births 
was  'slightly  higher  at  1.1  compared  with  1.  The  total  birth  rate  of  16.5 
was  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  at  16.9. 

The  illegitimate  live  births  per  cent  of  total  live  births  was  higher 
than  last  year  being  6.7%  compared  with  5.9%  but  is  still  lower  than  the 
8.5%  quoted  for  England  and  Wales. 

61%  of  all  births  were  in  hospital  to  which  412  mothers  were 
admitted.

Abortion  Act,  1967 


This  Act  became  operative  on  the  27th  April,  1968.  Notifications  of 
abortions  carried  out  under  ithe  provisions  of  the  Act  from  this  date  to 
the  end  of  the  year  numbered  22,256  for  England  and  Wales;  659  (2.96%) 
were  notified  from  the  Sheffield  Hospital  Region,  633  being  performed  in 
Hospitals,  and  26  in  Approved  Places.  In  the  Sheffield  Region  22%  were 
single  women  compared  with  47%  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  highest  number  of  abortions  was  in  a  Metropolitan  Area,  1,327 
being  performed  in  Hospitals  and  8,090  in  Approved  Places.  70%  of  this 
last  number  were  single  women,  no  doubt  from  all  Districts  in  the 
Country. 


Premature  Births 

Compared  with  60  last  year,  only  40  of  the  659  infants  born  alive  were 
premature  by  weight.  However,  there  were  7  deaths  compared  with  4 
last  year. 

Five  of  the  7  deaths  were  in  the  lighter  weight  groups,  less  than 
41b.  6oz.,  one  weighing  only  lib.  14ozs.  The  other  two  infants  dying 
weighed  41bs.  9ozs.  and  51bs. 

Six  of  the  infants  were  born  at  home  and  all  survived.  The  survival 
rate  was  82%  compared  with  93%  in  1967.

Still-births  and  Maternal  Death 

Still-births  numbered  12,  2  less  than  last  year.  None  were  illegitimate. 
The  rate  was  still  high,  being  17.9  compared  with  14.3  for  England  and 
Wales.  However,  12  is  the  second  lowest  number  recorded  here,  the  same 
number  has  been  recorded  once  previously  in  1953,  and  the  lowest 
number  was  10  in  1954.  8  of  the  births  were  premature  by  weight. 

Two  were  referred  by  the  Coroner  for  post  mortem  examination.  One 
was  a  fourth  pregnancy,  birth  weight  61'bs.  12ozs.,  and  the  cause  was 
found  to  be  Anoxia. 

The  other  still-birth  referred  by  the  Coroner,  weight  51bs.,  was  born 
before  medical  assistance  was  able  to  arrive.  The  cause  was  Anoxia, 
Aspiration  of  vomit.  This  was  a  third  pregnancy,  and  unfortunately  the 
mother,  aged  31,  died  11  days  later  at  home,  the  cause  being  Post  Partum 
Pulmonary  Embolism,  after  post  mortem  on  the  instructions  of  the 
Coroner. 

One  mother,  age  18,  had  still-birth  twins,  and  another  was  a  twin 
pregnancy  the  second  foetus  a  stilhbirth.  In  one  case,  a  mother,  age  35, 
had  a  second  still-birth  exactly  a  year  after  her  first.  Her  first  three 
pregnancies  were  normal.

The  perinatal  mortality,  which  is  the  combined  rate  for  still-births 
and  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week,  was  the  same  as  last  year,  being 
28.3  per  thousand  live  and  still-births  compared  with  24.7  for  England  and 
Wales. 
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Death  of  Infants  under  One  Year 


There  were  11  infant  deaths,  2  more  than  last  year.  The  rate  was  still 
lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  being  16.7  per  thousand  live 
births,  compared  with  18.3  for  England  and  Wales,  and  16.4  for  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Nottinghamshire. 

In  the  early  neo-natal  group  all  the  7  deaths  were  premature  by 
weight.  4  died  between  2  and  22  hours.  1  infant,  birth  weight  21bs.  2ozs., 
born  in  the  street  before  medical  assistance  was  available,  died  in  hospital 
age  1  day.  The  remaining  2  died  at  2  and  3  days. 

The  4  infant  deaths  not  in  the  neo-natal  groups  were  congenital 
malformations  surviving  to  ages  between  1  and  3  months. 

None  of  the  infants  were  illegitimate.

There  were  8  suicides  in  1968,  compared  with  5  in  1967,  and  1  in  1966. 
6  were  males  and  2  females,  ages  ranging  from  35  to  78  years,  1  as  a 
result  of  barbiturate  poisoning,  3  carbon  monoxide  poisoning,  2  gunshot 
wounds,  1  drowning  and  1  found  hanging. 

Fatal  accidents,  other  than  motor  vehicle  accidents,  but  including 
accidents  in  the  home,  totalled  6  compared  with  4  last  year.  They 
included  a  colliery  accident  and  a  fall  from  a  cliff.  Three  children,  age 
10  months,  6  and  9  years,  were  admitted  to  hospital  with  infected  burns 
but  fortunately  all  recovered. 

There  were  5  fatal  motor  vehicle  accidents  involving  Sutton-in- 
Ashfield  residents,  compared  with  6  in  1967,  and  8  in  1966. 

One  school  boy,  age  13,  skidded  on  his  bicycle  and  collided  with  a 
motor  car.  One  young  man,  age  18,  crashed  into  a  lamp  standard  when 
his  motor  cycle  swerved  avoiding  a  reversing  car.  Open  verdicts  were 
recorded  by  the  Coroner. 

One  young  male,  age  16,  received  fatal  injuries  when  walking  after 
midnight  with  his  back  to  oncoming  traffic.  This  was  recorded  as  mis¬ 
adventure  by  the  Coroner. 

The  other  2,  males  age  57  and  61,  received  fatal  injuries  in  motor  car 
collisions,  one  being  recorded  as  misadventure. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  for  the  past  two  years  there  have  been 
no  fatal  motor  vehicle  accidents  involving  pedestrian  school  children.

Food  poisoning 


Two  cases  were  notified.  The  third  member  of  the  family,  under  the 
care  of  another  General  Practitioner,  was  found  to  have  the  same  illness. 
No  organisms  were  isolated  and  the  cause  remained  unknown. 

Infective  Jaundice 

From  15th  June,  1968,  Infective  Jaundice  became  generally  notifiable 
throughout  England  and  Wales. 

Five  cases  were  notified.  One,  a  boy  age  34  years,  was  admitted  to 
the  Heathfield  Hospital,  where  he  died  5  days  later. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Four  cases  were  notified,  2  age  6  years,  and  2  age  4  years. 

Infective  Encephalitis 

One  notification  was  received.  This  was  a  woman,  age  48  years,  from 
another  area,  in  Hospital  here.  She  died  12  days  after  admission. 

Dysentery 

Whilst  only  6  cases  were  notified,  25  further  cases  were  ascertained 
after  full  investigation  by  the  Department.  The  total  number  of  families 
involved  was  14.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  dealt  with  200  faeces 
specimens. 

Priestsic  School 

26  of  the  31  cases,  involving  13  of  the  families,  were  connected  with 
this  School. 

The  first  case  was  a  child  from  the  Infants’  Department  who  attended 
the  School  Clinic  on  May  22nd.  S'h.  Sonnei  was  isolated  from  a 
specimen  collected  on  that  day.  The  cases  were  finally  cleared  on 
18th  July. 

One  of  the  cases  ascertained  was  a  helper  in  the  Infants’  Department 
during  the  lunchtime  meal,  and  a  further  one  was  employed  at  the 
Main  School  Kitchen. 

Three  food  handlers  excluded  from  work  submitted  claims  for  loss 
of  earnings.  A  total  of  £19  3s.  4d.  was  paid.

There  were  10  notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  compared 
with  11  in  the  previous  year.  The  rate  per  100,000  population  was  24.5 
compared  with  27.1  for  last  year.  Occupation  was  not  a  significant  factor. 

The  youngest  case  was  a  girl  age  12,  found  to  be  strongly  Mantoux 
Positive  on  B.C.G.  Testing  December,  1968.  Her  chest  X-Ray  had  the 
appearance  consistent  with  a  tuberculous  focus.  She  was  in  Ransom 
Hospital  for  7  weeks  and  was  able  to  return  to  school  3  weeks  later. 
Two  cases  occurred  in  one  family,  the  first  case  was  the  father  age  61, 
and  a  month  later  his  daughter  age  34  was  notified. 
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Five  cases  were  in  Hospital  when  notified  and  the  other  four  were 
admitted  within  14  days  of  primary  notification. 

Three  non-pulmonary  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  site 
of  the  infection  in  all  the  cases  was  kidney. 

Two  cases  died,  a  man  age  77  was  added  to  the  register  on  a 
posthumous  notification  after  death  in  Hospital,  and  a  woman  age  46 
died  in  Hospital  13  days  after  notification. 

Five  pulmonary  cases  were  removed  from  the  Register  on  death 
from  other  causes.  11  pulmonary  cases  first  notified  between  1951  and 
1963,  and  2  non-pulmonary  cases,  were  removed  on  recovery.  2  cases  were 
added  to  the  register  on  moving  into  the  District  and  1  removed  on 
leaving.

Fifty  samples  from  the  mains  supply,  taken  in  this  district  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  were  examined  bacteriologically.  All  were 
satisfactory.  Two  samples  were  sent  for  chemical  analyses. 

Sample  1.  In  June  complaints  were  received  of  the  water  being 
‘White.’  A  satisfactory  chemical  and  bacteriological  report  was  received 
on  a  sample  of  this  water. 

Sample  2.  In  July  there  were  complaints  of  the  water  being  ‘Brown.’ 
The  chemical  analysis  included — 

“Suspended  Matter  .  3  parts  per  million 

Colour — Hazen  Units  .  Less  than  5  parts  per  million 

Observations — After  filtration  this  water  was  of  suitable  chemical 
quality  for  human  consumption,  domestic  and  dairy  purposes. 

The  small  amount  of  suspended  matter  present  in  the  sample  was 
found  to  consist  of  particles  of  very  fine  sand  and  probably  clay  coloured 
reddish  brown  by  the  presence  of  oxides  of  iron.” 

This  condition  was  temporary,  due  to  works  being  carried  out  by 
the  Water  Board.

Sewage  Disposal 

The  Unwin  Road  Works  have  continued  to  give  a  satisfactory  effluent 
throughout  the  year,  with  results  within  the  standards  of  the  Trent  River 
Authority.  Sludge  drying  and  disposal  has  however  been  very  difficult, 
and  a  scheme  has  been  drawn  up  to  convert  the  existing  cold  digestion 
plant  to  a  heated  system,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  a  contract  for  this 
will  be  commenced  during  1969. 


The  flow  arriving  at  the  Skegby  Works  is  now  over  the  designed 
capacity  of  the  works,  and  two  aerators  have  been  ordered,  of  a  higher 
intensity  type  than  at  present  in  use,  to  provide  a  higher  aeration 
capacity,  and  the  Trent  River  Authority  have  agreed  to  increase  the 
consented  discharge  by  50,000  gallons  per  day,  pending  a  more  major 
scheme  being  prepared.  The  works  were  severely  affected  by  mining 
subsidence  during  the  latter  period  of  1968. 


A  scheme  is  being  prepared  to  improve  operational  difficulties  at  the 
Huthwaite  Works,  pending  a  firm  decision  as  to  whether  the  Huthwaite 
sewage  may  be  pumped  to  the  Unwin  Road  Works,  or  a  new  works  built 
at  Huthwaite. 


Rainfall 

The  total  rainfall  recorded  for  1968  was  30.73”,  compared  with  the 
average  for  the  past  54  years  of  28.83”.  The  driest  month  was  February 
with  1.23”,  and  the  wettest  month  was  July  with  5.95”,  of  which  5.67”  fell 
between  the  7th  and  16th  inclusive.  Rain  was  measurable  on  169  days 
during  the  year. 
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HOUSING 


Although  housing  accommodation  was  provided  for  406  families,  114 
in  new  dwellings  allocated,  and  292  in  relets,  the  number  of  applications 
outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year  had  only  decreased  by  70. 

Houses  built  by  private  enterprise  amounted  to  126. 


Housing  Manager's  Report : 

During  the  year,  24  houses  and  8  flats  at  Meden  Bank,  18  bungalows 
and  18  flats  at  Ashgate,  37  flats  at  Clare  Road  and  4  houses  at  Maunside 
Avenue  were  completed.  23  aluminium  bungalows  in  the  Charles  Street 
area  were  demolished.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  1968 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  1968.  The  details 
and  statistics  of  the  day-to-day  work  of  the  Department  are  included,  as 
usual,  in  the  body  of  the  report,  and,  whilst  they  appear  to  be  only  a 
series  of  figures,  and  numbers  of  visits  and  inspections,  it  is  nevertheless 
a  fact,  that  this  persistent  and  regular  visiting  is  kept  up  in  the  general 
interests  of  environmental  health,  and  the  attempts  to  solve  the  numerous 
problems  which  so  frequently  find  their  way  into  the  Department. 

We  strive  with  continual  perseverance  to  try  and  do  something  to 
improve  the  lot  of  many  of  the  less  fortunate  householders.  Every  slum 
demolished  and  every  family  rehoused  is  one  more  notch  of  progress, 
in  that  another  family  has  been  offered  a  better  pattern  of  living. 

Every  house  improved  gives  a  little  satisfaction  in  the  knowledge  that 
another  family  has  the  basic  amenities  of  decency  —  hot  water,  a  bath 
and  a  water  toilet,  in  a  house  which  with  reasonable  care  will  provide 
accommodation  for  another  15  years. 

So,  although  our  figures  and  statistics  may  appear  to  be  a  mere 
variation  of  details  given  in  previous  yearly  reports,  the  most  important 
thing  is  that  those  figures  represent  people  and  families  who  should  be 
enjoying  a  better  way  of  life. 

During  the  year  under  review,  a  total  of  350  Improvements  Grants 
were  completed.  This  number  brings  the  overall  total  completed  in  this 
District  to  1,312,  and  these  figures  prove  without  any  shadow  of  doubt 
that  there  is  a  demand  and  a  desire  from  householders  to  enjoy  a  much 
higher  standard  of  amenity  and  comfort. 

We  are  promised  further  Housing  Legislation  regarding  Improvement 
Grants,  and  evidently  the  object  is  to  take  a  mudh  broader  view  of  the 
whole  housing  question  with  much  more  ambitious  schemes  of  property 
improvement,  and  other  added  amenities.  Any  advanced  thinking  on  this 
partciular  subject  is  always  welcome.  Many  Technical  Officers  who  have 
been  doing  this  work  over  the  last  20  years  are  agreed  that  the  time  is 
long  overdue  when  Improvement  Grants  should  be  given  on  many  other 
aspects  of  amenity.  Whilst  it  was  agreed  that  the  basic  requirements  of 
improvement  were  bath,  hot  waiter  and  internal  water  toilet,  it  is  also 
true  to  say  that  the  kitchen  is  a  very  important  part  of  every  family 
household,  and  more  thought  should  be  given  to  improving  this  amenity. 
Good  sink  units,  working  tables,  cupboard  room  and  store  facilities  with 
ample  light  and  every  possible  planning  for  rapid  and  effective  cleaning 
are  now  considered  a  basic  essential  of  every  home,  and  we  hope  to  see 
future  Legislation  incorporating  Improvement  Grants  towards  these 
added  amenities.  Even  the  most  uninteresting  streets  of  terraced  houses 
can  be  made  more  attractive  with  a  little  thought  to  external  improve¬ 
ments;  open  spaces,  tree  planting,  planned  parking  and  cul-de-sac  privacy 
can  help  considerably.  There  is  no  doubt  that  many  streets  of  properties 
in  this  country  today  can  be  made  useful,  attractive  housing  units  until 
the  end  of  the  century  —  and,  equally  important  —  for  a  more  modest 
capital  outlay. 

The  Smoke  Control  Programme  is  proceeding  steadily.  One  more 
area  came  into  operation  in  the  middle  of  the  year,  and  two  further 
Orders  are  confirmed  by  the  Minister  to  come  into  operation  in  the 
summer  and  autumn  of  1969. 

The  Housewarmer  appliance  developed  by  the  National  Coal  Board 
to  burn  coal  smokelessly  has  created  much  interest  in  the  area. 

It  gives  great  satisfaction  to  report  that  negotiations  are  now  pro¬ 
ceeding  for  a  long  term  policy  of  refuse  disposal  by  controlled  tipping 
with  other  neighbouring  Authorities.  The  outlook  appears  to  be  promising 
and  hopeful,  and  the  financial  implications  appear  to  be  much  more 
attractive  than  alternative  schemes  of  composting  or  incineration. 

I  wash  once  again  to  record  my  thanks  and  appreciation  to  all  the 
Staff  for  team  work,  and  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  all  members 
of  the  Council  for  their  continued  encouragement  and  support.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE  COLLECTION 


Refuse  Collection 


This  service  has  been  maintained  with  a  regular  weekly  collection, 
and  the  labour  force  created  no  special  problems. 

Continuing  the  policy  of  replacing  the  older  vehicles,  a  further  two 
Karrier  Ramillies  20  cubic  yard  compression  vehicles  were  put  into 
service,  and  an  order  placed  for  delivery  early  1969  for  a  new  35  cubic 
yard  Fore  and  Aft  Tipper  vehicle  with  compression  plate. 

After  due  consultation  with  the  workmen  and  the  Union  concerned, 
the  Council  decided  to  submit  the  whole  of  the  Cleansing  and  Salvage 
Service  to  Work  Study,  but  the  final  report  on  this  will  not  be  ready 
for  some  months,  and  a  scheme  will  not  be  available  for  introduction 
until  1969. 


Refuse  Disposal 

There  are  no  further  developments  on  the  question  of  a  joint 
Incineration  Plant,  but  the  Council  are  now  working  more  closely  with 
an  adjoining  Authority  on  the  question  of  using  jointly,  some  large 
excavations  for  controlled  tipping,  which  appear  to  have  a  life  of  many 
years,  and  for  which  it  is  understood  planning  consent  would  be  granted. 


Cesspool  Cleansing 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  new  1200  gallon  Tanker,  the  collection 
and  disposal  of  nightsoil,  and  the  cleansing  of  cesspools,  have  presented 
no  problems.  All  this  sewage  is  now  transported  direct  to  the  Sewage 
Works. 


Salvage 

The  amount  of  salvage  paper  and  cardboard  collected  and  sold  to  the 
Mills  during  the  year  is  shown  below.  This  is  a  noticeable  increase.

General  Observations 

The  routine  inspection  of  all  food  shops  and  food  premises  continues. 
Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  the  personal  contact  with  the  food  handlers 
in  order  to  emphasize  the  unceasing  vigilance  required  in  the  handling 
of  food. 

Disposal  of  Condemned  Meat  and  other  Foods 

All  this  material  is  removed  to  the  local  works  for  treatment  and 
conversion  to  a  fertilizer. 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act  —  Legal  Action 


Twenty-one  complaints  were  received  and  investigated.  No  further 
action  was  necessary  in  four  of  these  cases.  In  sixteen  cases,  strong  warn¬ 
ings  were  issued  by  the  Council  to  the  Firms  concerned,  and  five  routine 
samples  reported  unsatisfactory  by  the  Public  Analysts  were  similarly 
dealt  with. 

In  the  case  of  one  fruit  pie  containing  fragments  of  glass,  proceedings 
were  taken  by  the  Council  under  Section  2  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955.  These  were  successful  and  the  bakery  concerned  was  fined  £10  with 
£7.7.0  costs.
